OBSTRUCTIVE TORHADO 


CrAlXBSViLLB, Ga June 1 —A tornado 


of terrific force struck Gainesville this af 
ternoon oat of a clear sky canning fearful 
loss of life m this city, New Holland and 
White Sulphur 


GAINESVILLE GA , June 2 —The 6 000 in 
habitants of this city have just begun to re 
alizc the extent of the appalling disaster of 
yesterday It now seems certain that tbe 
death list will not be much short of 100 
Figuring from all available sources and 
giving credence only to those reports be- 
lieved trustworthy the following is a sum 
mary of the effects of the tornado in 
Gainesville and its environs 


One hundred killed 
One hundred and fifty injured of whom 


probably 20 will die 
Eighteen hundred persona homeless their 


residences having been wiped out of exist 


ice 
Property loss about a half million dollars, 


none of which was covered by atorm msur 


ice 
The death list so far compiled includes 32 


at the Pacolet cotton mills at New Holland 
all killed in the demolition of the company's 
cotton mill where the tornado first struck 
and eight persons killed in the destruction 
of the Jones & Logan stores, near the 
Southern de] 
All of them were men

That is tbe situation in the Philip 


p nes 
Charges have been made by 


reputable citizens of fr ghtful cruel 
ties in the Philippines 
At first these 


charges were laughed at and thosa who 
made them were ridiculed and abused 
But evidence accumulated and an in 
vestigation was forced 
This invest! 


gation proved, so that no one will dis 
pute it now, that torture has been em 
ployed and that the charges were true 
which at first were so stoutly denied 


But this investigation was not stren 


uonsly conducted 
It was conducted 


by a senate committee 
The aciminis 


tration had a majority on that cim 
mittee 
By a strict party vote the 


committee decided to difcontinne thr 
investigation, when there were scores 
of important witnesses waiting to give 
their testimony 
By the same party 


vote this committee voted down a m 
tion to make public the court martial 
proceedings in the cases that have al 
ready been tried 
In accordance with 


this same policy of suppression, Gen 
eral Miles' report was kept secret for a 
long time and only a part of that re 
port has as yet been vouchsafed to the 
pnbhc 


Why may not the American people 


know all that General Miles reported 
concerning the conduct of the war ant 
the condition of the people in those 
islands? 


Wh; may we not have access to th 


reports of the trials and investigations 
that have been made in the Philip 
pines0 


Why did the senate committee, by a 


party vote, stop before its work was 
done? 


Why may we not have a commission 


made up of men who will honestly try 
and make known the whole truth? 


Why may not that commission be 


sent to the Philippines and take testi 
mony on the spot where these cruel 
ties occurred? 


Do these men love darkness bocaue 


their deeds are evil? Are they afraic 
of the truth.? 


The president has promised us re 


peatedly, that a thorough investiga 
tion would be made and the offenders 
brought to justice 


With all dne respect to the presi 


dent, I think the facts show that as 
yet, his promises have not been re 
deemed 


Take the case 
of Lieut 
Preston 


Brown 
A court martial found him 


guilty of killing an unarmed, unre 
sistmg, native Filipino, who was a 
prisoner of war in his charge 
He was 


sentenced to five years hard labor and 
was dismissed from the service 


What community would not be out 


raged if a civil court were to punish 
murder by so light a sentence ? Ye' 
tbe president seems to have though' 
five years' labor too strenuous punish 
ment for murder when committed by 
an army officer 
For the presiden' 


commuted that sentence to a shgbt re 
duction in rank and a nine months 
vacation on half pay 


Another case which puts a strain on 


our faith in the president s strenuous 
ness in these matters is that of two 
native mayors who were whipped t 
death in Laoag 
The details of thu 


atrocity are shocking to read and we 
need not wonder that those terrible 
beatings brought tears to the eyes o: 
some of the soldiers who witnessed 
them 
The 
officer 
responsible for 


these outrages is Robert L Howze 
Has he ever been called to account ? 
Why not take the testimony of the 
village doctor who dressed tbe wounds 
of these unfortunate victims ? Instead 
of asking Howze to explain the matter, 
or allowing an ex parte court to hush 
the matter up why not have a com 
mittee of well known citizens to take 
the testimony of eye witnesses, why 
not conduct this investigation in day 
light and allow the preserce of at 
torneys to cross examine witnesses ? 
This would be an excellent opportuni 
ty for the president to display those 
strenuous qualities which he so fre 
quently lands 
Bat we are told that 


this same Howze is a friend of the 
president and that the favor of the 
president has secured him an appoint 
ment as major in the Porto Rican 
regiment 
I think something other 


than shoulder straps should be given 
the man who is guilty of beating to 
death helpless prisoners 


Then there is the case of R teller, an 


American soldier who was given the 
"water cure" until ne died 
The 


officer who commanded the torture 
which, resulted in his death wrote the 
boy's mother that he died of bronchitis 
When the mother sought information 
at the war departmsnt they told her 
that her son died of appendicitis 
At 


last she learned the truth, that her 
son was tortured to death by his own 
officer and fellow soldiers 
A mysteri 


ous military trial WBB conducted in 
which the officer, for some unknown 
reason, was acquitted 
The mother 


has made a personal appeal to the 
president, asking that this case he 
opened and thoroughly investigated 
Her petition has been ignored 


But I have not yet spoken of the 


most astonishing proof of bad faith on 
the part of our pnbhc servants 
There 


are in existence sworn statements of 
witnesses which Senator Lodge s com 
mittee did not "have time" to investi- 
gate, which statements give the most 
explicit 
testimony 
concerning the 


cold blooded shooting of prisoners at 
the battle of Caloocan 
The war de 


pwrtment did essay to Investigate 


these charges 
The military judge, 


who was commissioned to begin the 
investigation by trying a soldier by 
tha name of Putnam, wrote

on trial, it s probable that acts would 
develop mplicatiDg many others 
I 


donbt the propriety of his trial " 


Renewal Otis endorsed this letter and 


;re war 
deparlmcnt 
dropped the 


matter 
If there wns any honest in 


ten tion to pxp se abuses and punish 
offenders, than letter, confessing that 
many others were implicated, would 
havj been the best possible reason for 
pursuing the case 
So the war dep rt 


ment permitted one rascal to go un- 
punished for feu that others might be 
ciseovered 
If too many were dis- 


covered the fault would lie not with 
individual offenders, 
but with the 


managers of the war 
Bat it is proba 


bly expecting too m ich of human na 
tare that the war department should 
put itself on trial 


As American citizens, you and I have 


a right to the full text of General Miles' 
report 
We have a right to a copy of 


the reports of all the courts martial up 
to date 
My earnest advica is that 


every friend of liberty write at once tc 
Secretary Root and President Roosevelt, 
not begging as subjects, but demand 
ing as citizens, that tl s information 
be furnished us, and further, that the 
case referred to above be re opened and 
investigated by such men and under 
such conditions that there can be no 
reason to doubt the good faith of the 
administration 


For the above facts I have relied on 


statements of the Springfield Eepub 
hcan, the Now York Evening Post, 
Moorefield Story, of Boston, and Her- 
bert Welsh, of Philadelphia 
These 


statements may be m error 
But I 


should believe then, although every 
official in Washington denied them, if 
their denials were not accompanied by 
a complete publication of all tbe <m 
dence in the possession of the govern 
m«nt
